A mysterious woman dressed all in 
black making her way north on U.S. 27 
caused quite a stir in Pendleton County 
when she passed through the area on July 
21. Elizabeth Pole, a 57-year-old mother of 
five, was bom in Alabama and now makes 
her home in Winchester, Virginia. Making 
her way quietly along, she is "just out about 
her business," says Falmouth Police Chief 
Mark Posey, who provided the stranger 
with transportation to the Walmart in Alex¬ 
andria. She excepted the ride because she 
had hurt her ankle. "She doesn't come 
across as some evil, supernatural person. 
She does know her Bible and is very reli¬ 
gious." 

According to Posey, Pole carries water 
and food in the bag she wears strapped 
across her shoulder as well as a World Mas¬ 
tercard and passport. Many have offered 
her help along the way, but she refuses. On 
occasion she will accept rides from police 
officers. She sleeps in places with lighting 
for safety and at Walmart stores. 

Supposedly, her car was stolen and 
stripped in North Carolina. She has no 
driver's license according to Posey and 
referred to "they" when she spoke of the 
incident with her car. So it is to be assumed 
that someone else was with her at one time 
since she doesn't drive. Her family keeps in 
touch with her whereabouts, but it's not 
known exactly how since she doesn't carry 
a cell phone. 

Pole shared with Posey that she was 
bom in Alabama, but her family moved to 
an Islamic country where she was kid¬ 
napped at a young age. She told him she 
had worked for the federal government at 
one time. 

"She is very friendly and is clean, even 
with being out walking/’observed Posey, 
"and is dark complected. She says at home

Mitch McConnell met with business leaders and public officials

United States Senator, 
Mitch McConnell, met last 
Friday with Pendleton 
County business leaders and 
public officials. The gather¬ 
ing took place in Falmouth 
City Halls Council Cham¬ 
bers at 1:30 p.m. Some 75 
individuals were in atten¬ 
dance. Falmouth Mayor, 
Mark Hart, introduced the 
Senate Minority Leader. 
Senator McConnell said 
“First, I will give you my 
take on the condition of the 
country and then the floor 
will be open for questions.” 

(If you are a Republican 
you may very well agree with 
what the senator will say, but 
if you are a Democrat, what 
follows here may rocket your 
blood pressure past the 
Moon). 

“I think our country is in 
a lot of trouble,” said McCo¬ 
nnell, “I remind you that 
winners make policy and 
losers go home. There are 
consequences to an election. 
In 2008 Barack Obama and 
his party won a big victory. 
They captured the Presiden¬ 
cy, a 40 seat majority in the 
U.S. House and they had 60 
seats in the U.S. Senate. His 
party had complete control. 
And what did they do with 
that control? They passed a 
stimulus package. They 
passed Obamacare. They 
passed the Dodd-Frank Act, 
which is Obamacare for the 
banks. They sent an army of 
regulators into every aspect 
of the federal government, 
crawling all over every busi¬ 
ness in the country, with the 
view that if you’re making a 
profit, you must be up to no 
good, you’re cheating your 
customers and you’re mis¬ 
treating your employees.” 

Senator McConnell said 
that President Obama 
declared a war on coal that 
has created a depression in 
Eastern Kentucky with 21 
thousand jobs lost. The sen¬ 
ator said that the war has 
caused utility rates to go up 
across the state. “This 
administration has been bad 
for the country, but it has

been particularly for Ken¬ 
tucky.” McConnell said. 

The senator speculated 
on President Obama’s strat¬ 
egy from 2009 through 
2010, when he was in com¬ 
plete control, “I think he 
wanted to turn America into 
a Western European coun¬ 
try, which would be a nation 
with big debt, high taxes, 
slow growth and high 
employment.” 

Senator McConnell said 
that after President Bill Clin¬ 
ton lost the house and the 
senate in the 1990s he 
moved away from the left 
and toward the center and 
he did business with the 
Republicans. McConnell 
said that after President 
Obama lost the house in 
2010 and failed to win it 
back in 2012, “I thought he 
might make a Clintonian 
Pivot back to the center, but 
he did not.” Then the sena¬ 
tor speculated on why 
Obama didn’t pivot, “I think 
his strategy is to depend on 
the regulators to work for 
the executive branch to 
achieve his goals and to 
count on the U.S. Senate to

The Minority Leader 
said, “We know the Presi¬ 
dent has made a mess of the 
country, but how about 
overseas? Can you think of 
any place where we are bet¬ 
ter off than when he took 
office?” Senator McConnell 
said that two years ago the 
President should have pro¬ 
vided weapons to the Syrian 
Rebels and that he should 
arm the Ukrainian Military 
now. 

Then, the Minority 
Leader made a reference to 
Kentucky Secretary of State, 
Alison Lundergan Grimes, 
“I have an opponent in this 
year’s election. The argu¬ 
ment is certainly correct that 
she is a new face, but I 
remind you that she’s a new 
face with no change at all. 
The same senate. The same 
senate. The same majority 
leader, who said, (Coal 
makes you sick!) So, you 
know how she stands on coal 


and another vote for 
Obama.” Senator McCon¬ 
nell continued, “If you want 
to change the country, 
change the senate and make 
me the leader of the majori¬ 
ty. We will take America in a 
totally different direction.” 

At this point the floor 
was open for questions. The 
first question was: How can 
EPA regulations for coal 
burning power plants be 
improved? Mitch McCon¬ 
nell’s answer was to change 
the senate, change the presi¬ 
dent, change the head of the 
EPA, change the regulators 
and change the regulations. 

The second question 
was: How do you feel toward 
women’s rights in regard to 
equal pay for equal work and 
about the debate on whether 
or not to cover contracep¬ 
tion? Senator McConnell’s 
answer was, “The Demo¬ 
crat’s so called War on 
Women is ridiculous! Just to 
give you an example of how 
I lead my own life: Most of 
you know my wife was Sec¬ 
retary of Labor during the 
George W. Bush Adminis¬ 
tration. She’s the only Ken¬ 
tucky woman that’s ever 
been in a president’s cabinet. 
I have three daughters. I 
have a grandson. What a 
bunch of nonsense that 
Republicans are anti¬ 
women! The issue of equal 
pay for equal work is impor¬ 
tant. It’s already the law. And 
if somebody violates that law 
they can be sued. And on 
contraception I don’t know 
anyone that’s opposed to 
contraception. Here’s what 
the Hobby Lobby case was 
about: There were twenty 
different types of contracep¬ 
tion. The private company 
that owned Hobby Lobby 
objected to four of the twen¬ 
ty choices for religious rea¬ 
sons. The Supreme Court 
said-If you have religious 
objections to that you can 
opt out of covering the four. 
The Democrats are trying to 
blow that decision into a full 
scale attack on the availabil¬ 
ity of contraception, which 
is nonsense. It is another way 
to change the subject away 


from all the damage they’ve 
done to the country. They 
don’t want to talk about 
jobs. They don’t want to talk 
about Obamacare. If you’re 
looking for something that’s 
bad for women, Obamacare 
ought to be at the top of 
your list. 

The next question was: 
How would you redo or cor¬ 
rect the Affordable Care Act? 
Senator McConnell cri¬ 
tiqued Obamacare and then 
he explained how he would 
construct a national health 
care program. 

Mitch McConnell was 
asked to comment on the 
trouble at the Veterans 
Administration regarding 
health care. The senator said 
that the department’s head 
should have the right to fire 
those who failed to perform 
their duties properly. He also 
said, that if veterans had to 
wait for medical treatment 
they should have the option 
to seek services elsewhere. 
McConnell said that Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s nomi¬ 
nation of Bob McDonald for 
Secretary of Veterans Affairs 
was outstanding. The 
Minority Leader said that 
McDonald’s nomination 
should be approved within a 
week. 

McConnell was asked 
about recent changes to the 
senate’s rules. The senator 
said that Harry Reid had 
made changes in order that 
the president’s nominations 
to various positions could be 
more quickly approved. 
McConnell said, “These 
guys make it up as they go 
along’” 

Senator McConnell was 
asked about the current sta¬ 
tus of the Biggert-Waters 
Flood Insurance Reform 
Act. The senator said he 
wasn’t up to speed on the 
law, but he would check it 
out and get back with the 
person who asked the ques¬ 
tion. 

After the meeting was 
concluded Senator Mitch 
McConnell stood by the exit 
door and shook hands with 
each person as they left the 
chambers.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING JURISDICTION FOR THE CITY OF FALMOUTH CODE EN¬ 
FORCEMENT BOARD BY AMENDING VARIOUS PROVISIONS OF THE CITY CODE OF ORDI¬ 
NANCES RELATING TO GARBAGE, PARKING, STREETS AND SIDEWALKS, NUISANCES AND 
ESTABLISHING THE MAXIMUM CIVIL FINE THAT MAY BE IMPOSED FOR EACH VIOLATION 
OF THE ORDINANCE, AND ESTABLISHING A SPECIFIC CIVIL FINE OF LESS THAN THE MAXI¬ 
MUM CIVIL FINE TO BE IMPOSED FOR EACH OFFENSE IF THE PERSON WHO HAS COMMIT¬ 
TED THE OFFENSE DOES NOT CONTEST THE CITATION. 

Be it ordained by the City of Falmouth: 

Section 1, That the city has enacted Ordinance 94.05-2013 which establishes a Code Enforcement Board 
pursuant to the provisions of KRS 65.880 I through KRS 65.8839, effective January I, 2014. 

Section 2. That it is necessary to amend each section of the Code of Ordinances which currently establishes 
a criminal penalty for violation thereof that will be enforceable as a civil violation by the Code Enforcement 
Board, as follows. 


Section 3. 


That Section 52.99 of the Code of Ordinances be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 


GARBAGE 
52.99 PENALTY. 


Any person, firm, o r corpora t ion viola t ing t he provisions of t his chap t er shall be fined no t less t han $10 nor 

mortrthan $50 for each id fe nse - and- eac h-day^th c y -f ar l -or T c f usc ^t o n romply wi t h t he provisions of this chapter 

shall cons t i t u t e a separa t e offense. 

Violation of any provision of this Chapter constitutes a civil offense carrying a maximum civil fine of $50 for 


each violation. A civil fine of $10 will be imposed for each violation if the person, firm, or corporation who 

has committed the offense does not contest the citation. Each day a violation occurs shall constitute a separate 

offense. 

Section 4. That Section 72.99 of the Code of Ordinances be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 

PARKING VIOLATIONS 

72.99 PENALTY. 


Any person r e ceiving a ci t a t ion for any parking viola t ion in t he ci t y shall be de e med t o have commi tte d a viola¬ 

t ion and shall be f ined in an amoun t no t less t han $20 no r mo r e than $100. 

Violation of any provision of this Chapter constitutes a civil offense with a maximum civil fine of Si00 per 


occurrence. A civil fine of $25 shall be imposed for each violation if the person who has committed the offense 

does not contest the citation. 

Section 5. That Section 91.99 of the Code of Ordinances be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 

STREETS AND SIDEWALKS 

91.99 PENALTY. 


Whoev er viola t es any pr ovision of th e cha pt e r fo r which no o t her penal t y is p r ovided shall b e g uil t y of a misde¬ 

meanor and shall be f ined no t more t han $500 for each o f fens e . 

Violation of any provision of this Chapter constitutes a civil offense that carries a maximum civil fine of $500 

for each occurrence. A civil fine of $25 shall be imposed for each violation if the person who has committed the 

offense does not contest the citation.

She is a bit hard of 
hearing as most of us oldies 
are, but her mind is sharp; 
she enjoys conversing and 
has an infectious giggle that 
cheers and brightens the day 
for visitors. Furthermore, 
she remembers in detail 
many of the experiences she 
had in her nursing career, 
particularly her twenty 
seven and one half years as 
public health nurse in Pend¬ 
leton County. She began in 
Pendleton County in July, 
1950. 

Backing up, she was 
born in Dryden, Virginia, 
half way between Big Stone 
Gap and Pennington Gap as 
Mildred Catron, graduating 
from high school in 1934. 
Her father operated a small 
mountain farm and she has 
pleasant memories of her 
mother, less so of her father. 

Her teen years were hard 
as our nation struggled thru 
the greatest depression in 
our history and the disci¬ 
pline exercised by her father 
was very strict, but not out 
of the ordinary for that time 
and place. Many parents, 
particularly in the Appala¬ 
chian Mountains, believed 
literally in the admonition 
from Proverbs that to “Spare 
the rod was to spoil the 
child.” Nurse Dickison 
recalled her father whipping 
her with a horse whip, bru- 
tishly. Realizing that the 
only way she could get her 
father to stop the whipping 
was to shed some tears, she 
cried. 

Her mother was clever 
and held the family togeth¬ 
er. She recalls how her 
mother allowed a brother 
and a sister to argue over a 
social impropriety for sever¬ 
al minutes before admitting 
that she herself was the per¬ 
petrator. Finally, in 1936 
she found her way to Berea 
College where all students 
had to work their way thru 
school. 

She said that the happi¬ 
est days of her life were the 
four years she spent at Berea. 
The studies were difficult, 
the work was hard, but she 
said she was in an environ¬ 
ment where teachers were 
supportive and she was 
treated with dignity and 
imbued with aspiration and 
confidence that she could 
succeed and make a differ¬ 
ence in the larger society 
beyond the hills of Virginia. 
She said that chemistry was 
the most difficult subject for 
her with anatomy and phys¬ 
iology a close second; the 
professor of the latter was 
reported to say that two 
thirds of you will not sur¬ 
vive my class. 

But she survived the 
nursing curriculum, one 
year of which was spent in 
the old Cincinnati City 
Hospital. She recalled scrub¬ 
bing for a major surgery 
during which she had to 
wear a mask. The surgeon 
asked for a certain object 
and she could not hear him 
adequately, because she was 
hard of hearing and had 
developed lip reading skills, 
but she could not see the 
surgeon’s lips which were 
also covered with a mask. 
He yelled at her, and later 
she was demoted to minor 
surgeries where hearing was 
less important. She became 
proficient as a participating 
nurse for hemorrhoid sur¬ 
gery. “I became an expert on 
recognizing behinds,” she 
chuckled. 

After her internship in 
Richmond, Kentucky at the 
Madison County Health 
Department, she was 
employed by the Pulaski 
County Board of Health as 
a public health nurse; a 
major portion of which 
included work with the 
public schools. Pulaski 
County had 150 public 
schools, most of which were 
one room.

Pulaski County was 
where she met Jack Dicki¬ 
son on a blind date. She had 
no intention of dating him 
or anyone else, but he was 
persistent, and after mar¬ 
riage he brought her to 
Pendleton County where 
she became well known and 
feared by the students. 
(More on this later.) Jack 
served Pendleton for several 
years as sheriff and ran a 
service station at the con¬ 
junction of Broadford Road 
and U.S. 27. Two well 
known children were born 
to this union: Paul and Bar¬ 
bara. Dr. Dan Storer told 
me on an occasion when we 
were together on a Rotary 
activity that he had married 
into a highly principled 
family, he being married to 
Barbara. But this article is 
about our 98-year-old 
nurse. 

Nurse Dickison became 
the first Public Health 
Nurse for Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty and worked with Dr.Vir¬ 
ginia Daugherty Kratz who 
was the mother of Katie 
Kratz Stine who recently 
announced that she was 
retiring after a distinguished 
career as Commonwealth 
State Senator. Most of her 
work as Public Health Nurse 
was with the public schools 
where she could reach clien¬ 
tele quickly and effectively. 

Dickison recalled that 
when she began in Pendle¬ 
ton County there were four 
grade schools; grades 1-6; 
three schools, grades 1-12; 
one Afro-American school, 
grades 1-6; and one Catho¬ 
lic school, grades 1-6. The 
latter two schools lasted 
only a few years into Dicki- 
son’s tenure and students 
were integrated into other 
schools or were absorbed 
otherwise. Nonetheless, get¬ 
ting around to all of the 
above schools and each 
classroom on a timely basis 
by herself was a major work 
load. 

“I would get up before 
daybreak to sterilize the nee¬ 
dles and to prepare for the 
day’s work,” she added, 
“Nowadays nurses do not 
use the same needle twice; 
then, we reused; hence each 
had to be carefully sterilized 
before the next day’s opera- 
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tion. 

School children were in 
awe and fear of her. One 
lady told me that some boys 
would crawl under their 
seats when they saw her 
coming. Another said that 
she made her pee on a stick. 
And, Nurse Dickison said 
that some schools had better 
discipline than others, 
depending largely on the 
principal. She recalled visit¬ 
ing the late Virginia Shot- 
well’s classroom which had a 
rambunctious third grader. 
“When I asked if he were 
ready to be promoted, Ms. 
Shotwell replied that he did 
not deserve to be promoted 
but that for her sanity, she 
was going to promote him 
to the next grade.” 

Nurse Dickison said that 
they had problems with 
head lice, particularly with 
one school. She recalled an 
old fashioned remedy that 
was used by many parents 
when she first began her 
nursing in Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty. Treat the head hair with a 


mixture of kerosene and 
lard for three consecutive 
nights, then wash the hair 
each morning with sham¬ 
poo. Comb the hair with a 
fine tooth comb dipped in 
hot vinegar to remove the 
nits that were locked onto 
strands of hair. Dry the hair 
thoroughly with a clean 
towel or cloth. 

Finally, she said that bed 
clothes should also be 
washed daily until the pests 
were eradicated. But, she 
added, this old fashioned 
remedy is not recommend¬ 
ed today, because of possible 
side effects from the use of 
kerosene. 

Head lice was a major 
problem in the schools, she 
said, because lice, if 
unchecked, would suck 
blood from the host, and 
children from unsanitary 
homes frequently were car¬ 
riers of these pests; thus cre¬ 
ating a social problem for 
administrators. 

Another problem of 
major consequence was viral 
hepatitis, Nurse Dickison 
continued. It was located in 
one particular school. She 
noted that it was character¬ 
ized by enlarged livers and 
yellowing eyes and skin. It 
was difficult to detect the 
source of the problem, but it 
was finally established that 
the drinking water was con¬ 
taminated when a plumbing 
“T” for two water supplies 
rusted. One supplied river 
water for toilets; the other 
supplied water to a cistern 
for general use. When river 
water got low, the “T” was 
used to direct cistern water 
to toilets. During this pro¬ 
cess, river water seeped into 
the cistern, thus contami¬ 
nating the drinking water of 
the school. 

These are but two of 
many stories about the work 
of this Public Health Nurse 
in Pendleton County; there 
are many others. 

I asked Mildred Dicki¬ 
son for her high and low in 
nursing. She immediately 
responded with her low. She 
was assigned to care for a 
young mother who had 
breast cancer. She was per¬ 
forming her duties when she 
pulled back the patient’s 
soiled surgical dressing and 
observed her naked heart 
beating. It was about the 
size of a silver dollar. She 
said that this experience 
unnerved her even though 
she had been trained to 
avoid getting emotionally 
involved with patients. 

Her high she swapped 
for a bit of humor. A crotch¬ 
ety old man patient was 
irritated by his nurse who 
was exceedingly solicitous 
with “Honey” talk, especial¬ 
ly concerning him provid¬ 
ing a urine sample. With a 
twinkle in his eyes, he seized 
some apple juice and poured 
it in the urine cup. When 
the bubbly nurse made her 
rounds, she picked up the 
urine cup and remarked, 
“My, my, Honey Doll, it 
looks a little cloudy today!” 

To her astonishment, he 
grabbed the cup from her 
and downed the apple juice 
in one swallow. Wiping his 
lips, he growled, “Let’s run 
it thru again!” 

Mildred said that she 
worried about an issue that 
had sent her to the hospital 
in recent years. She did not 
divulge her problem and we 
did not press the question. 
But as I looked at this lady 
who had been thru so much 
and who seemed to personi¬ 
fy toughness to the point 
that she would probably 
giggle at the Grim Reaper, 
I c m betting she overcomes! 
How about a 100th birth¬ 
day party to get the show on 
the road! 

Ps. Do we ever feel choked 
by the smallness of our world ? 
Do we ever feel like we need 
to do something for the good 
of mankind? Visit a patient or 
more in a nursing home. They 
cherish a visit!

That the 2012 S-25 and 2014 S-26 supplements to the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Falmouth, Kentucky, as submitted by American Legal Publishing Corporation of Cincinnati, and as at¬ 
tached hereto, be and the same is hereby adopted by reference as if set out in its entirety. 

SECTION 2. That this Ordinance shall take effect and be in force from and after its date of passage, 
approval and publication as required by law.

Help livestock beat the heat 

Try making better drink choices 


Humans aren’t the only 
ones that suffer from the 
heat of summer. Farm ani¬ 
mals feel the heat, too. 
With summer temperatures 
already upon us, it’s time to 
think about ways to know 
when your livestock may be 
in danger from the heat and 
what to do to reduce their 
plight. 

The University of Ken¬ 
tucky Agricultural Weather 
Center provides warnings 
of the potential danger to 
livestock. Livestock become 
uncomfortable when the 
heat index reaches about 90 
degrees. The heat index is a 
combination of air temper¬ 
ature and humidity and is 
used to describe how it feels 
outside. 

The Agricultural Weath¬ 
er Center regularly moni¬ 
tors heat indices across the 
state and provides an index 
of its own - the Livestock 
Heat Stress Index - to help 
producers know when heat 
stress could create a prob¬ 
lem for their animals. The 
county-by-county index 
indicates three levels of heat 
stress: no stress, danger 
stress and emergency stress. 

Periods of heat stress call 
for livestock producers to 
be vigilant in making sure 
their animals are adequately 
prepared. One of the most 
important things producers 
can do is provide cool, clean 
drinking water. Providing 
an adequate source of 
drinking water helps to 


keep animals’ internal body 
temperatures within nor¬ 
mal limits. Above-ground 
water lines need to be shad¬ 
ed so they do not can act as 
solar water heaters and 
make the water too hot to 
drink. 

It is also important for 
animals to have shade and 
for buildings to be as open 
as possible for adequate 
ventilation. Sprinkler sys¬ 
tems that periodically spray 
a cool mist on the animals 
can also be beneficial. 

It is best to avoid work¬ 
ing animals during periods 
of heat stress. Producers 
should also avoid transport¬ 
ing livestock during high 
levels of heat stress. When 
livestock must be transport¬ 
ed, haul fewer animals per 
load. Planning trips so the 
animals can be loaded 
immediately before leaving 
and unloaded quickly upon 
arrival can likewise help 
minimize the risk.

Chocolate Coffee Smoothies 


It would be difficult to 
get much more perfect sum¬ 
mer weather than what we 
have been experiencing. Last 
night we had a nice rain that 
cut the humidity and cooled 
everything and everyone off 
once more. 

My 16-year-old sister, 
Mary Grace, who lives next 
door is here helping me for 
the day. We are doing clean¬ 
ing in preparation for Dan¬ 
iel’s family from Danville, 
Ohio who plan to come for a 
visit this weekend. We’re 
excited to see them again. We 
also did some cooking today. 
With mashed potatoes being 
one of Daniel’s favorite hot 
dishes, we made a huge 
batch. Then divided it into 
small containers to be frozen. 
It’s very handy to thaw and 
heat at a moment’s notice. 

Our two and a half-year- 
old daughter Julia is in her 
glory. Mary Grace helped her 
bake caramel apple cupcakes 
and now they’re working on 
her favorite part which is, of 
course, putting sprinkles on 
top of the frosting. 

On Monday morning 
after doing the laundry I 
checked the sweet corn and 
found it to be golden yellow, 
ready for harvest. Obviously 
the coon had discovered the 
same thing the night before, 
but it fortunately hadn’t done 
a lot of damage yet. 

Have you ever heard of 
husking corn right on the 
stalk? This simplifies the task 
and saves a lot of time. With 
both hands, firmly grasp the 
husk on top of the ear then 
put it down to the base of the 
cob and snap it off After 
doing several with this meth¬ 
od you won’t want to go back 
to the old way of picking 
everything then husking it 
all. 

Earlier this morning on 
my walk I noticed Dad pick¬ 
ing corn in their patch. I 
talked with Mom and found 
out they have lots of corn 
that needs to be done. I took 
our corn down to her house. 
We pooled everything 
together, it makes the task so 
much more fun when work¬ 
ing with others. She had a 
good set-up in her back yard 
where we washed, blanched 
and cut the corn from the 
cobs. Their set of three burn¬ 
ers, attached to a propane 
tank, had the corn boiling in 
no time! 

Here’ a tip for simplifying 
the cooking process, espe¬ 


cially if you have mega 
amounts of corn: use an old 
pillowcase or make your own 
sack, put 20-30 ears of corn 
in it and submerge in boiling 
water. Hold the top part of 
the sack up out of the canner, 
place lid on top and flip the 
remaining part over the lid. 
When ready to remove the 
corn from the canner, instead 
of doing it piece by piece, 
grasp the sack and lift it all 
out at once. Dump the corn 
into cold water and proceed 
like you generally do. 

This morning at the 
crack of dawn my husband 
Daniel was up and ready to 
tackle our new project. He’s 
starting to build a deck 
behind our house trailer 
which I’m very excited about. 
With living in a mobile 
home we have limited space. 
Hopefully this will add a 
new dimension to it. 

Next year we’d like to 
build a roof over it and have 
part of it screened in. It’ll be 
a nice place to eat supper on 
hot summer evenings. I also 
look forward to doing some 
of my canning out there as 
well. 

I decided Daniel deserves 
a special treat with all the 
hard work he’s doing so I 
made chocolate coffee 
smoothies for him. They are 
always refreshing, especially 
on summer days. 

I will include our recipe 
in case some of you may be 
interested in trying it. After 
experimenting this is what 
we came up with. We use 
maple syrup as our sweeten¬ 
er. My brother, Micah, taps 
maple trees and cooks large 
quantities of syrup, so we 
always have an ample supply 
of it. Perhaps I can fill you in 
on more details in a future 
column. 

Sugar may be replaced 
with maple syrup if desired. 
Also for those of you who are 
peanut butter lovers like me, 
you may want to add a dab 
of peanut butter. 

Ingredients: 

• 3 cups ice cubes or frozen 

milk chunks 

• 1 cup whole milk 

• 1/2 cup maple syrup 

• 2 teaspoons instant coffee 

• 1 tablespoon chocolate 

syrup 

• 1/2 teaspoon vanilla 

Directions: 

Put everything in a hand- 
cranked or electric blender 
and blend until smooth. 
Pour into glasses, top with a 
dab of whipped cream if 
desired. Enjoy! 


Most of us realize the 
importance of keeping sugars 
and fats to a minimum in 
our diets, but often we only 
apply that to the foods we 
eat. The types of drinks we 
are consuming could be add¬ 
ing empty calories and caus¬ 
ing us to gain extra pounds. 
Consider this: a medium 
full-fat mocha adds 400 calo¬ 
ries to your diet while a 
20-ounce soda, on average, 
contains has 250 calories and 
a fruit drink adds 230 calo¬ 
ries. Many times, these are 
extra calories we haven’t 
accounted for, and as a result, 
they could easily push us 
over our daily calorie limit 
and cause us to gain weight. 

Consuming large 
amounts of sugar-sweetened 
beverages has been linked to 
obesity, a decrease in HDL 
(good) cholesterol, an 
increased risk of type 2 dia¬ 
betes, heart disease, hyper¬ 
tension and gout. While 
many of us equate sugar- 
sweetened beverages with 
soda, many more drinks fall 
into this category, including 
sports drinks, lemonade and 
fruit drinks, sweet tea, energy 
drinks, sweetened coffee 
drinks and sweetened bottled 


water. 

Water should be your 
go-to beverage, as it quench¬ 
es your thirst without adding 
calories. Substituting sugar- 
sweetened beverages with 
water could help you lose or 
maintain weight. 

Some people don’t like 


the blandness of water or get 
tired of drinking the same 
thing all the time. If you are 
one of those, adding fresh 
fruits or herbs to your water 
can produce interesting fla¬ 
vors without adding too 
much sugar and too many 
calories. Some examples of 
fresh fruits and herbs that are 
good flavoring options are: 
citrus fruits, watermelon, 
kiwi, pineapple, berries, 
mint, rosemary or basil. Get 
creative. Add combinations 
of fruits, herbs, and flavor¬ 
ings such as berries, mint and 
cardamom. 

If you’re still not wild 
about water, you can make 
healthier drink choices none¬ 
theless. Here are some tips: 

Practice portion control 
with your drinks. 

Drink fat-free milk. 

Order plain or non-fat 
coffee drinks over full-fat 
options. 

Leave off whipped top- 
pings. 

Use sugar-free sweeteners 
to sweeten your drinks. 

Drink diet soda instead 
of regular. 

Limit fruit juice intake to 
no more than 6 ounces a day. 

Only consume alcohol in 
moderation, and if you do 
drink, choose lower-calorie 
drink options.

Using social media wisely 


Social media is very 
much a part of our culture, 
and many young people and 
adults regularly use the sites 
to connect with their friends 
and family. When used 
appropriately, social media 
can be very positive. When 
misused, there can be seri¬ 
ous consequences for a fam¬ 
ily. Instances of cyberbully- 
ing and sexting have 
increased with the populari¬ 
ty of social media. In some 
cases, thieves have used 
social media accounts to 
find their next victims. 

Some social media sites 
have member guidelines, 
such as Twitter and Face- 
book that require account 
holders to be at least 13 
years old. However, some 
young people falsify their 
ages to gain entry into a site. 

Here are some tips to 
help you and your children 
safely navigate social media 
sites. 

Make sure you and your 
child use your real names 
and ages when activating 
social media accounts. 

Personal information 
such as social security num¬ 
bers, home addresses, phone 
numbers and when you’re 
on vacation or not home, 
should not be posted on 


social media sites as it could 
make your family a prime 
target for thieves. 

Make sure your child 
personally knows each per¬ 
son listed as their friends or 
followers. Your friends and 
followers should also be lim¬ 
ited to people you know. 
Utilize social media privacy 
settings, but realize that not 
everything you say on social 
media is private. 

Check your child’s and 
your friends’ accounts to 
make sure no one has posted 
any private or inappropriate 
information about you or 
your family. Ask your 
friends to remove any infor¬ 
mation involving you or 
your family that you feel is 
inappropriate or private. 
Remove tags from any inap¬ 
propriate photos your 
friends may post of you and 
your family. 

Remind your child that 
what they say and do online 
can have real-life conse¬ 


quences. 

Encourage your kids to 
talk to you if someone’s 
online behavior makes them 
feel uneasy or threatened.

Disaster Assistance 2012 frost 
or freeze fruit crop losses 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) today 
announced Noninsured 
Crop Disaster Assistance 
Program (NAP) assistance 
for losses to bush or tree fruit 
crops due to frost or freeze 
during the 2012 crop year. 
The program, authorized by 
the 2014 Farm Bill, provides 
supplemental NAP payment 
to eligible producers. 

Farmers who did not 
have access to crop insurance 
and are in primary and adja¬ 
cent counties that received a 
Secretarial disaster designa¬ 
tion because of frost or freeze 
in 2012 are eligible for NAP 
assistance. Losses due to 
weather damage or other 
adverse natural occurrences 
may also qualify for program 
assistance. 

NAP enrollment begins 
July 22, 2014. Applications 
must be submitted to FSA 
county offices by Sept. 22, 
2014. 

“After the 2014 Farm Bill 
was enacted into law, USDA 
expedited the restart of disas¬ 
ter assistance programs as a 
top priority,” said FSA 
Administrator Juan Garcia. 
“Fruit producers experienced 
significant financial losses 
from weather-related dam¬ 
age in 2012. NAP provides 
them with long-awaited 
disaster relief.” 

To expedite applications, 
producers who experienced 
losses are encouraged to col¬ 
lect records documenting 
these losses in preparation 
for the sign-up in this pro¬ 
gram. Producers also are 


encouraged to contact their 
FSA county office to sched¬ 
ule an appointment. Limited 
resource, socially disadvan¬ 
taged, and beginning pro¬ 
ducers are eligible for pre¬ 
mium reductions and also 
may be eligible for fee reduc¬ 
tions. 

Interested producers can 
view the 2012 NAP Cover¬ 
age for Frost, Freeze or 
Weather Related Fruit Losses

Today’s announcement 
was made possible through 
the 2014 Farm Bill, which 
builds on historic economic 
gains in rural America over 
the past five years, while 
achieving meaningful reform 
and billions of dollars in sav¬ 
ings for the taxpayer.
